2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 28-34, 36, 38-40, 42, and 44-49, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Song (5,208,756). 

Song teaches the claimed method and apparatus for disclosing the present location of a vehicle 
including: means 19 for performing in- vehicle processing of signals to obtain a fix of vehicle 
location, means (25 and column 7, lines 43-68) for receiving a paging request, means (23 ; and 
column 10, lines 38-49) responsive to the paging request for transmitting the fix to a designated 
service center 17, a plurality of satellites (column 1, lines 28-38), using a cellular telephone 
(Abstract), and notifying police (column 1, lines 23-27, and column 2, lines 13-17). 
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4. Claims 35, 37, 41, and 43, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Song (5,208,756) in view of Darnell et al (5,043,736) . 

To increase the accuracy of the location system of Song, obviously the location unit 19 of Song 
can be the GPS type taught by Darnell et al. 

5. Claims 1-27 are allowed.
